i THE CLOSING HOU IS,

On  lriday night, when the
Jury rotited  to  their  room  for
further deliberation, for three hours
they discuseed and rediseussed the cnso
in all its bearings. At 11 o'clock, almost
to the turn of the minuate, they decided
upon the verdict, and according to their
fnstructions, rotivred for the night, ready
to make formal return of their action to
the judge in the morning. They slopt
soundly nll night. At a fow minutes be-
fore six o'clock, Foreman Chas, J. Ryan
woko up and pounded upon the door to
summon Deputy Grebe, e was allowid
to go out and wash and make his toilet,
and in o few minutes his colleagues on the
jury were preparing themselves for their
appearance before the judge, Broakfust
wias soon over, aud the jury returned to
the court room.

At o few moments ufter 8 o'elock they
filed slowly into the judge's chamber,
which was filled with a breathless erowd
of those enger to hear the result. The
most solemn silence pervided the court
room as the jurymen greeted Judge Ne-
ville.

The prisoner had been sent for a few
moments before, and shortly made his
his appearance, followed by his two sis-
toers, Minerva Lonuer and Mrs  Tiedeman.
His face betokened but little emotion,
however much he may have fell. The
look of keen anxioty on the contrary was
plainly noticeable on the countenances of
the twoladies, who eagerly scanned the
faces of the twelve, hoping to read the
verdict, Judge Savage sat by the ae-
cnsed, Judge Thurston being too ill to be
present.

The supreme moment had come, and
Judge Nevillo, tarning to the jury said:

“Gentlemen, have you agreed upon n
verdiet$"

“We have, sir,” rephod tho foreman,
Chas. J, Ryan, advancing to the desk
and handing up the verdict.

THE PROSECUTION.

“I did not expect that the jury wonld
bring in a verdict of murder in the first
dogree,”” saidl General Cowin to a re-
porter who met him Satur-
doy afternoon, “To toll the
truth I dill not want such a ver-
dict—1 did not want to see Lauer hung.
But I did expect that the verdiot would
be that of murder in the second de-
grio,  Still, 1T cannot say  that the
prosecution is disappointed. We are in-
clined to regard the tesult as a victory—
it wns certainly better than aequittals
Laner had the advantage of being ne-
corded the best defense that any man
could poss<ibly sconre, and the fight was
made on onr side under certain groat
disudyantages that I need not name,"

leve.,  Butthey ouglit to be satisficd with

JUDGE NEVILLE TALKS,

“The verdictis a peculinr one,"" were
the words of Judge Naoville,  ut-
terd Saturday  miorning in re-
AOnEn to  a question of n
reporter,  “More than that 1 don't eare
to say at present. Until the edase is
finally settled 1 prefer to remain silent on
the question of the propriety of the
verdict.

“When will you sentenee Louer??

“Not until the end of the present erim-
inal term—probably not for five or six
wooks yet."

“According to this verdiot,” coneluded
Judge Neville, “the elemont of malice
or premeditation was not imputed to
Lauer in the slaying of his wife. The
convietion was secured under section 5,
chapter 2, of the Criminal Clode, w hich
reads as follows:

“If any person ghall unlawfully kill
another without malice, either upon a
sudden quarrel, or unintentionully, while
the slayer is in the commission of some
unlawful net, every such person shall be
decmed guilty of manslanghtor; and upon
conviction thereof, shall be imprisoned
in the penitentiary not more than ten
years or more than one year."

“YIN THE DUNGEON OBLL"

A few moments before 12 o'clock Satur-
day o reporter for the Beg, having so-
cnred a permit from Sherifl Coburn, en-
tered the county jail for the purpose of
seeing Lauer. Notwithstanding the pro-
tests of the assistant juilor that the pris-
oner did not want to see the newspuaver
men and would not talk to them, the
seribe was linally ushered into the presence
of the convieted man. His cell i5 located
in the extreme eastern wing of the build-
ing, stands on a solid stone pler, almost
a separate prison by itself, and is known
as the “Solitary.” It is reserved for oe-
cupation by the most dangerous erim-
innls, and so0 completely seenre isitin
itself andd surronndings that escape inany
manner whatsoever would be utterly im-
possible.  One puasses up a winding
staircnse to the second slory
of the jail on which the “‘solitary cecll is
located, and past three heavy iron and
stecel doors, before Lauer's apartmient is
reachied. The cell is really a cell within
a cell, the inner one being an iron eage,
in which the prisoner is kept most of the
time. The outer cell is more roomy and
spucious, and here it is that he is allowed
to receive his friends.  Here it was that
the newspaper man found him  sitting
with his sister, Mrs, Tiedeman,

As the BEE muan enteved the ecll, the
henvy iron door closing  with a harsh,
grating noise behind him, Lauer jumped
nervously to  his feet, from the rocking-
c¢hair in which he was sitting, and greetoed
the intrader nskance.

CWell)" he said inguivingly,  “Youn
want to talk about the verdiety” he con-
tinued. *I prefer to say nothing about it
at the present time,  What wil any lew-
yorsdo? Goand nsk them, they ean tell
you everything. 1 believe they have inti-
mated that they propese to push for a
new trinl."

“You desire to have that conrse
suad, do you?" queried the reporter.

Mr. Lauer did not answer this question,
but he did remark that he thoopgat the
newspiapers were  partinlly responsible
for the result of the trinl, *““Thougzh
I must say,” he added *‘that during
my trinl, the newspapers have treated
me botter than 1 had anticipated. The

Ho appears if
anything  less  conswalned—more at
thun during the trial or Lefore.

During the brief interview he smiled
coolly us hoe gave utterance to his  senti-
ments on the prejudice that had been
worked up sgainst him,  If he fecls any
deep concorn over tho verdiet of the jury
Le certainly succceds adonrably in pre
vonting his countenance from betraying
his emotions,

THE " PUBLIC OPINION.

All Saturday the theme of discussion
in publie places throughout the city was
the verdiet. The opinion had been gen-
erally expressed that the jury would
gither find the prisoner guilty of murder
in the second degree or would pe unable
to ngreo. It was a great surprise, there-
fore, when the verdict of manslaughter
was announced, and expressions of dis-
appointment, and sometimes something
deeper were general. Hardly a man
could be found who had cxpect-
ed an  acquittal,  although  when
the ftrinl  commenced there wers
numbers of them,  Long before its close,
however, in fnct shortly after the evi-
dence was begun, “public opinion' be-
lieved John Lauer guilty.

The greatest excitoment prevailed swhen
it became known that the jury had
agroed,  All the papers issued  extra
editions, and in spite of the bad state of
the weather, they sold fast.  After read-
ing all they contained, the groatest euri-
osity was expressold as to the ineldents
whon the verdiet waz announeed, Evory-
body who was presont in the court-room
wus questioned as to Lauer's looks and
uctions, how Miss Lauer received the
vordiet, and questions  of asimilar char-
acter.

The opinion has been frooly expressod
that  if  Luaoer amd  his  ecounsel
know what is best for them they will not
push the motion for a new trial, It seems
to be the generval feeling that in case of
an acquitial an emergoney  wounld
the vesult of which would be worse for
the vrisoner than the sontenee resulting
from this trial. With the present verdiet
the severest penalty of the law is ten
years in the penitentinry, which ean be
shortoncd to about seven Ll_‘,' ;{iuni Li-
havior. "Public opinion" considers this
mild pumishment, but, ns a lawyer re-
murked to o Bee man, Y Laver can run
his risks of a new trinl it he wants to,
and, el you, it will be o terpible risk.”

A LEGAL OVINION.

Ex-Attormey Dilworth, who
hins hoad  oxtended exporience  in
eriminnl and other

with a Bee reporter he
had ecarefully resd the evidence in the
Louor and given it elose considera-
tion, and it indicated o him more foot-
ures of premeditated wurder than mur-
der in the second degree. "“However,
others may differ with me on this pomt,*
sald he, I hardly think the verdict was
consistent with the evidenee, It should
have been murder in the first or second
degree.
